40,000 LIVES LOST IN 
TYPHOON IN CHINA 


Vast Area Flooded When River 
Overflows. 


Shanghai, Sept. IO.—Immense loss 
of life is reported in mall advices just 
received from Wen-Chow, in the prov­ 
ince of Chekiang. 
Chinese estimates give the death 
roll between 30,UUU and 40,000 as the 
result of a typhoon, combined with 
torrential rains and high tides which 
occurred Aug. 29.

president 'Jail calling a special aes 
zion of congress to decide upon tho 
question of intervention. 
With the border patrols strength­ 
ened by additional cavalry, and other 
troops throughout the west ready to 
move at an hour’s uotiee, war depart­ 
ment officials f**lt they had the situa­ 
tion well in hand. They were appre­ 
hensive of the next move of the rebel 
commander, General Salazar, encamp 
cd within sight of the United States 
troops along the Arizona line, pro­ 
testing he meant no harm, but believ­ 
ed to be planning another raid into 
American territory. 
With the knowledge that President 
Taft had let it be known at Beverly 
that he viewed current conditions in 
Mexican territory as a real menace to 
American lives and property and that 
drasti? a< Hon might he necessary to 
obtain their protection, officers of the 
government in Washington felt that 
there was no reason for keeping down 
the lid, and they lifted it enough to 
disclose that from the viewpoint of 
the administration

radical than has marked the course of 
the president and his advisers tip to 
this time might have to be under­ 
taken if tile situation did not (bange 
materially for the hefter. 
Nothing has appeared lu Washing 
ton to indl* ate that the president has 
any other desire than to avoid send­

Mexican border.

Veal, to be wholesome, should never 
he put on the m arket 
until sis 
or 
eight weeks old. Younger meat Is a p t 
to produce serious dlsturbanoe In the 
digestive tract. 
Good veal may be 
told by Its pinkish colored flesh and 
white fat. 
Veal should be thoroughly 
cooked, aud being deficient In fat, pork 
or other fat should be supplied. 
Veal Pie.— Cook until tender ft por­ 
tion of the leg or shoulder; cut the 
meat In bits, add a few slices of fat 
salt pork. add cream to cover. 
Sea­ 
son and put a cover of biscuits over 
the top and bake. A little onion adds 
to the flavor of this pie. 
Chicken pie 
may be pieced out very satisfactorily 
by cooking a piece of veal with the 
chicken. 
The flavor can hardly be 
distinguished from chicken 
Veal Birds.—Remove the bone and 
skin from thin slices of real taken 
from the leg. 
Pound until a half inch 
thick; cut in pieces an Inch and a 
half by two and a half, each piece ma­ 
king a bird. 
Chop the trimmings of 
the meat, add a piece of fat sail pork, 
two or three small cubes to each piece 
or bird.

Brown In a little hot 
butter, cover with stock made from 
stewing the bones and bits of skin, 
and cook twenty minutes, or until ten­ 
der. 
Serve with a white aaur# poured 
around the birds. 
The white sauce Is made by cover­ 
ing the meat with cream after dredg­ 
ing well with flour. 
Veal Loaf.— Put a knuckle of veal 
w ith a pound of the meat and one on­ 
ion Into boiling water and cook slow­ 
ly until tender. 
Drain and chop the 
meat fine, season with salt aud pep­ 
per. 
Garnish the bottom of the mold 
with bard cooked eggs, sliced, sprinkle 
with parsley and cover with a layer 
of the meat; repeat, then pour over 
the meat liquof reduced to a cupful 
Press and chill.

F irst of all. th e soil m ust ho well 
drained 
and 
prepared 
sufficiently 
deep so th a t the roots may reach deep 
into th e subsoil. 
Second, th e sur­ 
face soil m ust be cultivated frequent­ 
ly and a rotation of cover crops and 
catch crops employed so th a t a suf­ 
ficient am ount of plant food will be; 
m ade available to prom ote a rapid, 
healthy growth rath e r than forcing 
the growth of the trees by the use of 
m anures and fertilizers rich In nitro­ 
gen. 
In some rare instances th e soil 
m ay be deficient in plant food, and 
the intelligent use of m ineral plant 
foods will prove very beneficial. 
It Is when th e orchards begin to 
produce large crops of fruit th a t the 
dem ands for plant food m ust be m et 
lf profitable crops of superior fruit 
are secured. 
At this tim e the rootB 
of the trees have taken possession of 
practically all of th e soil, and have 
utilized the 
larger 
portion of the 
available plant food so that th e ad­ 
dition of m anure or fertilizer is es- 
Bential. 
The function of the soil in furnish­ 
ing the trees with nourishm ent is an 
exceedingly complex one, and 
there 
are certain 
well-defined 
laws 
th a t 
must be kept in mind for Improvement 
and m aintenance of th e fertility of 
the soil that Is occupied by the trees. 
Som e orchardists advocate sod mulch, 
others depend upon cultivation and 
the liberal use of fertilizers and barn 
m anures, others cover crops and m in­ 
eral fertilizers as a m eans of Improv­ 
ing and m aintaining th e fertility of 
orchard soils. 
T h e fact th a t no two soils required 
th e sam e line of tre a tm e n t has caused 
a confusion of Ideas In the m anage­ 
m en t of orchard soils.

TAVERN ALSO A PAWNSHOPr 


Sporting Language That W as Used in 
the Middle Ages Is Still Good 
Form Today. 


Much of the language used in vari­ 
ous sports is our inheritance from the 
middle ages. 
Different kinds of beasts 
when in com panies were distinguished 
by their own particular epithet, which 
was supposed to be in some m anner 
d< criptive of the habits of the ani­ 
mals. 
To use the wrong form of these 
words subjected the would be sports­ 
man to ridicule. 
Many of these term s have 
passed 
away, but som e of them are still re­ 
tained. 
This list from 
the 
middle 
ages is still good usage today. A “pride 
of lions,” a “lope” of leopards, a “h erd ” 
of h arts and of all sorts of deer; 
a 
“bevy” of roses, a “sloth” of bears, a 
“singular” of boars, a “sounder” 
of 
wild swine, a “route” of wolves, 
a 
" b a rra s" of horses, a “ray” of colts, 
a "stu d ” cf m ares, a “pace” of asses, 
a “b a rre n ” of milles, a “te am ” of oxen, 
a “drove” of kine, a “flock” of sheep, 
a “trite ” of goats, a “skulk” of foxes, 
a “dow n” of hares, a “next” of rab­ 
bits, a “clow der” of cats, a “shrew d­ 
n ess” of apes and a “labor” of moles. 
Also of anim als when they retired 
to rest, a h art was said to be “har­ 
bored,” a roebuck "bedded,” a hare 
“form ed.” a rabbit “set.” 
Two grey­ 
hounds were called a “brace,” hut two 
h arriers w ere called a "couple.” T here 
was also a “m u te” of hounds for a 
num ber, a “kennel" of raches, a “lit­ 
te r” of w helps and a “cow ardice” of 
curs. 
This kind of descriptive phraseology 
was not confined to birds and beasts, 
but was extended to the hum an spe­ 
cies and the various proiiensities, na­ 
tures and callings. 


Establishment In the City of London, 
England, Is in Enjoyment of 
Unique Privilege. 


A tirne-honored London (Eng.) city 
tavern, the Castle, at th e corner of 
Cowcross street, 
lacing 
Farrington 
street, enjoys the unique distinction 
of being also a fully licensed pledge 
shop. Over the door in the bar, which 
gives access to the landlord's private 
room, and throw n into bold relief by 
the official docum ent behind it, the 
historic three-sphered symbol Is dis­ 
cernible. 
Any one may here nego­ 
tiate a loan upon his personal belong­ 
ings w ithout 'being under the neces­ 
sity of first calling for refrshm ent. 
Form erly the house had 
a 
special 
pledge counter resem bling the modern 
“Bottle and Jug" departm ent, but this 
is no longer in evidence. 
This strange com bination of busi­ 
ness dates from the reign of George 
IV., who, after attending a cock fight 
at Hockley in-the Hole, applied to tho 
landlord of the Castle for a tem porary 
accom m odation on the security of his 
watch and chain. 
By royal w arran t a 
few days later he Invested that oblig- 
Ing boniface with the right 
of 
ad­ 
vancing money on pledges, and from 
that tim e down to 
the 
present 
a 
paw nbroker’s license has been annual­ 
ly granted to the Castle. 
This hostel­ 
ry is mentioned once o r 
tw ice 
by 
Dickens in his novels.
